I . The amendment filed on 08/1 1/2003 is entered. The remarks have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new 
ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action. The rejections of claims 1-5, 7, 9- 

II, 13, 14, 16, 24-28 are maintained. 



2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the two blocks sets, 
pixel on or off sequentially or invert the display data, a column block, a row block, a 
pixel block consisting of N1 x M1 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7, 9-11, 13, 14, 16, 24-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 

subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claim above, they are not clear what the Applicant means "the two blocks 
sets, pixel on or off sequentially or invert the display data, a column block, a row block, 
a pixel block consisting of N1 x M1 ." 

The entire specification only disclosed specifically Figs. 4A and 4B, a plurality of 
columns are regarded as one block unit and pixels are turned on for a block unit, so that 
the screen save modes are performed, at page 9, paragraph [47]. As shown in Figs. 4A 
and 4b, corresponding columns within each column block are sequentially turned on 
while columns corresponding to the other blocks are turned off. These steps are 
repeated until the screen save modes of all column blocks are completed, at page 10, 
paragraph [49]. 

These limitations contain various inconsistencies and/or ambiguity so that the 
Examiner is unable to understand which ones are the two blocks sets, which pixels are

on or off sequentially, which pixels invert the display data, which one is a column block, 
which one is a row block, which one is a pixel block consisting of N1 x M1. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 08/1 1/2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

5. In response to applicant's argument that claims 1 , 7, 10, 13, 29 recite "the two 
blocks sets, pixel on or off sequentially or invert the display data, a column block, a row 
block, a pixel block consisting of N1 x M1 This argument is not persuasive because 
the drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. 
Therefore, the two blocks sets, pixel on or off sequentially or invert the display data, a 
column block, a row block, a pixel block consisting of N1 x M1 must be shown or the 
features canceled from the claims. Claims 1-5, 7, 9-11, 13, 14, 16, 24-28 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. As per claim above, it is not clear what the Applicant means "the two blocks 
sets, pixel on or off sequentially or invert the display data, a column block, a row block, 
a pixel block consisting of N1 x M1 

For these reasons, the rejections based on 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph 
have been maintained.
